Relief Trains Dtapatched to the Scene 
With Great Prompt naa* and All. I'oaalble 
Done to Relieve the Injured The GI B an 
tic aud Sickening Tuak of Removing the 
Blooditalned Timber* Turned lalnt the 
fttrong-ett Men-Oraphlc Description of 
<>Sv »f the Moat Terrible CutlltiOM In 
the^P atory or Railroading Namea of 
the Victim* So Far a< Known. 
Atlantic City, July 31.— A railroad 
accident, horrible in its details aud sick 
ening in ita results, occurred last even- 
ing just outside of this city, aud as a 
result about 100 persons are either killed 
or injured. 

The Reading railroad express, which 
left Philadelphia at 5:40 for Atlanti 
City, crashed into a Pennsylvania rail- 
road excursion train at the second sig 
nal tower about four miles out from 
here. The Pennsylvania train was re 
turning to Bridgeton with a party of 
excursionists from that place, Millville 
and neighboring towns. It was loaded 
with passengers and a rough estimate 
of killed and injured, at it late hour, 
places the number at 100. 

It is hoped that this is an exaggera 
tion, but the number is undoubtedly 
more than 50. 

At the second signal tower the tracks 
of the two roads diagonally cross. The 
Reading train was given the signal, but 
it either failed to work or the speed of 
the express was too groat to be checked 
in time. It caught the excursion train 
broadside and ploughed through, liter 
ally cleaving it in twain. The engine 
of the Reading train was shattered to 
pieces. Every car was jammed to its 
fullest capacity. As soon as the news 
reached Atlantic City the utmost con- 
sternation prevailed, but the authorities 
were equal to the emergency. Relief 
trains were dispatched to the scene, 
loaded with cots and bearing staffs of 
surgeons. As quick as the dead were 
recovered they were carried into the lo- 
cal hospitals and undertakers' shops. A 
general tire alarm was sounded and the 
department promptly responding, aided 
in the heartrending work of digging for 
the victims. Fear grew into despair 
and horror as the vigorous work of the 
relief^ gangs revealed the awful extent 
'tit the disaster. 

The first Reading relief train bore 
into this city 27 mangled corpses, men, 
women and children. The next train, 
not an hour later, carried 15 of the 
maimed and wounded and two of those 
died soon after reaching the city. As 
train after train plied to the scene of the 
wreck and toiled back with each ghast- 
ly load, the sanitarium which does duty 
*> the city hospital quickly found its 
capacity overtaxed. Meanwhile others 
of the dead and injured were being car- 
ried to the private hospital at Ocean and 
Pacific avenues. 

Edward Farr, engineer on the Read- 
ing train, was killed outright, as was 
another road man who rode on the en- 
gine with him. This man, whoso name 
has not yet been learned, saw the col- 
lision coming and leaped from the cab 
an instant before the crash. Almost at 
the same instant the engine cut its way 
through and got him in its path. His 
body aud that of Farr were found under 
a heavy load of debris, but the engineer 
lay in what remained of the cab and Ins 
Right Hand Still Claaped the Throttle. 
He had been faithful unto death, and 
met it at his post. The fireman on the 
train had leaped a few seconds before 
and escaped with trilling injuries. 

Samuel Thorno, baggagemuster on the 
Reading train, is among die dead. 

James M. Batomau, a Bridgeton un- 
dertaker, is known to be killed. He 
was in the third car and his hat was 
found lying among the mass of broken 
timbers. 

The responsibility can not now b« 
fixed. Charles C. Rynick of Bridge 
ton, who wai in the excursion party, 
was in one of the rear cars. He escaped 
with seven bruises, and so far as his 
agitation would permit, told the story 
of his experience. 

"When we saw that a collision was 
unavoidable," ho said, "the scene in our 
car was terrific. Women fainted and 
men rushed in mad panic before the 
door, but it came almost before we knew 
it. The third car was cut right in two 
and the lower portion of it lifted bodily 
from the track and tumbled over. Every 
car was crowded and it is horrible to 
think of the number that must be lying 
under those ruins. The roof of one car 
was buried under it. It simply dropped 
upon the people. I know many of those 
on board. I know positively of two in 
our car who were killed. They were 
Mr. and Mrs Frank Bell of Bridgeton. 
Their daugkter was in another car fur- 
ther back and was not hurt. I do not 
know who it to blame. When we were 
Iwo mill s out from Atlantic City we 
came to a stop out in the meadows and 
stayed there for several minutes, but I 
do not know why. I there must have 
been fully 80 or 100 killed. The only 
person with me was my 6-year-old son 
snd be was not hurt, thank Uod."

one of the first relief trains sent out by 
the Pennsylvania railroad and he was 
thfl first newspaper representative on 
the scene. The train was in charge of 
a number of railroad officials and Prose- 
cute* Perry of Atlantic county, It drew 
up In the darkness a few feet this side 
of the fatal point. The seine was wild- 
ly picturesque. Canopied by a starlit 
sky, with a blood red moon almost at its 
full, shining in the far back ground and 
the brilliant maze of lights glimmering 
from the city beyond, the gaiety of 
which has been suddenly eclipsed bv the 
most awful catastrophe in its history. 
Staggering in and out of ditches and 
stumbling over masses of broken timber 
With only a few fitful lanterns to help 
their Rfraining eyes, the rescue gang set 
bravely to work. Axes and shovels wen- 
plied with the greatest vigor and almost 
at every half dozen strokes another 
form was brought up and laid tenderly 
upon the waiting pallets. 

It was a gigantic and sickening task 
and the strongest of men turned aside 
faint from revelation of the work of 
the spades. A heap of bloodstained 
timbers turned aside by one of the res- 
cuers brought to sight a woman's arm. 
It had been wrenched off almost by the 
roots, and nothing remained but a 
dripping stump. Even the hand was 
gone. It had been clad in a dainty 
white linen glove, tho sleeve of which 
•till hung to it. 

Not five minutes later a chance blow 
from a pick revealed a still more ghast- 
ly remnant, a human heart that only a 
lew short hours before had been throb- 
bing with life and lovo. 

One woman whose body was recover 
ed still held in her dead hand a plate 
bearing a picture of Atlantic City. It 
was unbroken. Scattered about the 
ground near the wreck were many 
pieces of clothing which had been torn 
from the bodies of the victims, hats, 
dainty parasols, fans aud gloves. 

Seventeen unidentified women, four 
men and a female child, all dead, were 
brought to the excursion house after 
midnight. Fireman Kelley of the Read- 
ing train was fatally injured. 

It is said that the Reading signal was 
displayed &nd that the whistle of the 
train was sounded. The Reading has 
the right of way at the crossing. The 
excursion train bore five tribes of the 
order of Red Men, the Bridgeton, the 
Niagara, the Iowa, tho Ahwantenah 
und the Cohansick, with their wives 
and children. 

The ringing of the fire bells gave the 
Atlantic City public the first intimation 
they received of the disaster. The ut- 
most excitement prevailed. The board 
walk was deserted and the crowds that 
surged about the two railroad stations 
rendered the streets in those sections al- 
most impa.-sable. Mrs. Edward Farr, 
wife of the Reading engineer who was 
killed, when informed of her husband's 
tragic end, threw up her hands with a 
frantic shriek and fell dead at tho feet 
of her informant.

Warnt:! Not to He Too Active Politically. 
May Vote aa They I'leaae. 

Washington, July 81.— The postoffico 
department has issued a circular of in- 
structions to railway postal clerks in- 
forming them of the department's 
wishes concerning the attitude of the 
clerks in the coming political campaign. 
It insists that employes of the railway 
mail service shall not take an active in- 
terest in politics in the way of attending 
conventions as delegates, making politi- 
cal speeches or assisting in the manage- 
ment of political campaigns. The cir- 
cular continues: 

"Those employes should recognize the 
fact that their tenure of office depends 
upon themselves; if they conform to 
these requirements and are efficient, 
honest, courteous to the public and ab- 
stain from unseemly and indecent lan- 
guage in discussing candidates or par- 
tie*, they may reasonably expect to re- 
main in the service. All this, however, 
will not interfere with their voting ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own con- 
science or of expressing their opinion In 
an intelligent and courteous way."

Yes 
terday morning about 2 o'clock tW< 

masked men appeared at the Hymen 

mines, and cornering the night watch 
man, Oregon Marlow, with drawn re- 
volvers, commanded him to move on. 
They took him about one-half mile from 
the shaft and tied him. first cautioning 
him against attempting to give an 
alarm. The men then returned to th< 
mine and set lire to all the top build 
ings. including the tipple, boiler and 
engine rooms. 

Soon after the fire started. Clay Cum 
mings, the engineer, was notified, but 
the tire proved to be too far advanced 
The losi will reach $40,000. 

The men who stood by the company 
and who were at work Wednesday, wen 
visited by the delegation representing 
the striking minors, and requested to 
walk out, which they refused to do 
The company's attorney at this plaet 
was notified by a responsible person that 
the mine would be burned, but so many 
stories have been floating around that 
he paid no attention to it. 

The plant was one of the best cquippei 
mines in Indiana, having electric ma 
chiuery and electric lights all througl 
it. The majority of the miners weft 
residents, and owned their property. 
The tire will ruin them entirely. 

WARSHIP STRUCK BY LIGHTNING 

Torpedo Waa Exploded and She Sank After 
All Handa Had Left Her In Safety. 

Romk, July 31.— During the preva 
lence of a thunderstorm lightning struck 
the const defense warship Roma und set 
fire to her. The flames spread rapidly 
in spite of the efforts of the crew ti 
6ubdue them, and her commander, see 
ing that they were approaching the 
powder magazine, gave orders to attach 
a torpedo to the hull of the vessel and 
then for all hands to abandon the ship 
When the small boats containing tin 
crew were at a safe distance the torpedo 
was discharged, tearing a great hole in 
the hull and causing the Roma to quick 
ly sink. Nobody was hurt. 

The Roma was a central-battery, 
wooden, single-scri'w, bark-rigged ves- 
sel of 5,870 tons. She was *iil feet I 
inches long, o? feet 4 inches beam and 
24 feet 1 inch mean draught of water 
She was built in Genoa iu l&tiii. Her 
engines were of 2, bill indicated bom 
power aud she had a speed of 18 knot?. 
Her armament consisted of 81 large aud 
magazine guns.

SrFi MKNVii.t.E, O., July 81. — A severe 
Itorn like a cloudburst occurred west of 
this city yesterday afternoon about 4 
O'clock and within a period of 80 min- 
utes a mighty torrent of water had 

spread desolation along both Parmer's 

and Fisher's runs 111 the lower part of 
this city. No lives were lost, as there 
were persons along the creeks who saw 
the water coming down the valley who 
ran from house to house warning the 
people Everybody Bed, many wading 
knee deep in water from their homes to 
the hills which line the runs on both 
sides. Two hundred people are home- 
less as ii result of the flood. The dam- 
age will aggregate all of f.'OO.OOO. 

The water came down the creeks 80 
feet high, Sweeping before the flood 
barns, houses, bridges, trees and out- 
buildings. The houses that were 

washed away and completely wrecked 

were owned and occupied by the fami- 
lies of Mrs. PhiUbanm, Robert Ritchie.

On 
the same road at Could- the track is 
covered to a depth of four feet by a slip 
which is M0 feet in length. On the 
Wheeling and Lake Lrie road washouts 
are reported all along the roail from here 
toJewett. A Culvert over Wills creek 
was washed out on the Cleveland and 
Pittsburg railroad. Big slips are report' 
ed on the Cleveland and Pittsburg load 
at Brilliant. Martin's Ferry and Port 
Hi >mer. 

Wills creek, north of this city, was 
the highest in its history yesterday and 
swept away bridges and damaged ice 
ponds and several houses wet" washed 
from their foundations. During the 
flood on Pannar's run William Bush 
and wife took refuge in a cheiry tree. 
Two bents of the Wheeling and Lake 
Erie road wen- washed away. The poor 
people along the line of the flood have 
gone bravely to work to collect together 
and repair the damage done.

CYCLONE AT GLOUSTER. 

Several limine* W reeked, Oilier* Wrenched 

From Their Foundations, 

Com mbi s, O., July 81.— A destructive 
cyclone visited Olouster, a mining town, 
T."i miles south of here, at h o'clock 
Wednesday night. Several bouses were 
mashed in pieces and a number of others 
were wrenched from their foundation* 
J. L. Dough tery, while in front of his 
store was completely buried under the 
board sidewalk. His b u 'c was broken 
and he died later of l..s injuries, He 

was a prominent Mason and Odd Fel- 
low. The house occupied by James Mc- 
Clelland and family of six was crushed 

like an egg but the occupants escaped 

injury. The tornado lasted scarcely a 
minute, but rain fell in torrents for 
half an hour. Thousands of dollars 
damage to buildings and growing crops 
was the result. Another heavy storm 
visited Olouster yesterdaj but no dam- 
age was done.

Awful Crime of a Hitherto Ke.pected Citi- 
eeu of AUStte, 

Austin, Tex.. July 81.— One of the 
most heinous crimes ever committed 111 
this city was brought to light yesterday. 
W. E. Burt, a member of one of tho 

best and most respectable families of 
the city, murdered his wife and two 
children, aged I and 4 years, last Friday 
night and placed the dead bodies iu a 
cistern.

Aaawerei— Monometallism Will 

Not Bo.

Since the origin of this government no more 
serl »us question has confronted lt< citizens than 
the one now demanding solution. The deter- 
mination of whether we snail continue on a sin- 
gle go'.it standard or return to bimetallsm Is of 
serious importance to every citizen of this coun- 
try, whatever his occupation. Inouradvocacy of 
bimctalism It Is not our Intention to overlook or 
underestimate the arguments of our friends who 
believe in a single gold standard : therefore let us 
consider those of their most plausabie propo- 
sitions. We are asked to believe that If our mints 
are opened to the free eoiuageof silver at 10 to 1, 
the result will be: 

Kirst. to drive our gold from us. 

second, that after our silver is coined it will in 
tact be worth only BO cents on the dollar. 

Third, we are asked to continue the gold stand- 
ard becau-e it Is the only correct standard of 
values. 

Since we can not concur In any of the above 
propositions let's consider the merit of their 

claims. 

To the statement that our gold will leave us 
under free coinage, we ask. Have you kept it 
under a single gold standard ? 

It was claimed by tno*e who demonetized 
silver in Is?:: that the money nuestlon was set- 
tled once and for all. thnt by destroying silver as 
motu-y it would not drive our gold out and we 
would always h:ive nold enough for use. Does 
not every man in this country who has observed 
our financial condition in the last few years see 
how false this claim has proved. For the last 
three years this country has trembled on the 
verge of bankruptcy because our gold was leav- 
ing us. and we have beeu compelled to |MM 
tMjmft 0 of bonds to keep our gold at home. 
Sow the great danger that has threatened us 
from gold exports has arisen from the fa- t that 
trie legislation which demonetized silver took 
from us a silver dollar actually worth a dollar 
without gold tosupport it. and gave us one worth 
only .vt cents i! gold is taken from behind it. If 
confidence were destroyed to-morrow In our 
ability to maintain gold payments the value of 
every slver dollar would decline In value to Its 
bullion value, which Is only St cents, and every 
holder of these dollars would lose 17 cents on 
each dollar held. Since our gold friends have 
thru«t upon us n dollar in demonetized silver 
and at the same time utterly failed to keep good 
their promi«e to supply us with the necessary 
gold, might It not be wise to remonetlze silver'' 

If we do that, each dollar w ill stand on its own 
merit and when our gold leaves us we will have 
a sound silver currency with which to transact 
our business until our uold returns through the 
channel oi trade. Instead ol through a Wall street 
bank syudicate which must be paid J1J.0OO 000 for 
the patriotic service of keeping tip our gold re- 
serve. 

What condition Is a country like this in when 
IN or twelve bankers have to meet and devise 
ways, and means to furni*li this government 
money to run on ' 

Now Ut's consider the c alm that our dollars 
would only be worth 3:t tents. This is true un- 
less the admission o( bul.ion to the mints would 
bring its value up to the leital ratio. This we 
claim it would do. And to substantiate this 
claim we invite a careful investigation of the 
figures hearing on the production of silver In 
the world. 

The report of our Mint Director for UN shows 
that the world produced tMMjnjMO in silver, 
valued at the ratio of in 1 «'.>:;: of this amount 
the l ulled state* pfOdOCwO 177,571,700 and Mexico 
produced 137,173,600, making |tM,901JOO pro- 
duced by these two countries alone, leaving the 
balance of silver produced by the world amount- 
ing to 171,419,700, of this 178.419,100 south ami 
t'entral American countries, which now have 
free coina.'e, produced g-'VOH.Too RBd the 
Doaitelnn of Canada produced tMfjfflN which 
makes the total American production 1100,917,. 
4'«), leaving only 149409400 produced by Un- 
balance of the world. The amount actually pro- 
duced by Ureal liritian, that arrogant money 
grabber, whose permission the gold bugs claim 
is essential to bimetalism, was $327,709. 

From these figures we see what ihe annual 
production of silver Is: now let'* see what the 
annual consumption is. The report of our Mint 
Director shows that for the years 189144 the 
amount of silver coined annually averaged over 
H49,QOO|000 aud the consumption in the arts 
averaged over 127,090,000 for the same time, mak- 
ing a total consumption by the world of $ 170,000,-

ouuide of America, which shows that after the 
old world uses all the silver It produces, it is 
compelled to go into the market and buy 81_ V J.- 

000. 000 worth of silver. Now if this government 
says our silver shall be coined free at the rate of 
Cl^ grains of silver to the dollar, which is II to 

1, would any silver bullion holder sell his silver 
to supply the foreign demand for less than that 
price f We say no. Aud that would be its com- 
mercial value. Now our gold friends say that 
we cannot sell this il-M.tsiO.iXs) surplus, but our 
miuts will be compelled to coin it. Well if we 
were compelled to coin it It would only add 
annually 91.70 to our per capita of money, aud 
when you consider that the loss to our silver 
money from mutilation is considerable you will 
liud tnat the net increase to our silver money 
wonld be less than $1.70. 

Surely this would not be too much to add toour 
money annually. I>o not these tlgures refute the 
claim that free silver would deluge us with 
foreign silver and tuat.our dollar would only be 
worth .'<;! cents'.' 

Now let's examine the claim;made for the gold 
standard, that It is the only correct sUudardof 
value. 

We all know that values exist relatively ouly. 
That is to say wheu a bushel of wheat sells for $1 
the relative value of the dollar is le«s by half 
than when wheat is worth 19 ceuts aud a dollar 
will buy two bushels of wheat. Now these rela 
tlve values of product as compared with our 
circulating medium is regulated by supply and 
demand. If money Is scarce it will take more 
bushels of wheat to be worth a dollar than if 
money is plentiful, aud to ascertain what the 
probable result of a single gold staudard will be 
we must ascertain what are the facts as regards 
the output of gold as compared with the other 
products of labor which must be measured In 
gold. We know thai the world's output of things 
to be measured in aud moved by gold is increas- 
iug enormously each year. Fields which a few- 
years ago were unproductive wastes now contri- 
bute to our supply of wheal, corn, cotton, sugar 
aud other staples, while the inacbiuery uow in 
use enables oue man to produce as much of the

HIS PAPER MOSTLY TAKEN UP,

Cleveland, July 81.— By a round- 
about way news has been received by 
friends and relatives in this city of the 
recent movements of David K. Paige, 
the most conspicuous American fugi- 
tive, in South America.

Recently, however, he has 
been in London in consultation, it is be- 
lieved, with Attorney Kellogg of New 
York, and it is thought also that he has 
been in Paris and Canada. There are 
certain things also which indicate that 
he was In New York for a few days. 

TAXING THE ~PCPE. 

New and Interesting Taxation (Juration 
Ariaea at Columbus. 

Cor.rMBUs, O., July II, — An interest- 
ing question is to be decided by the city 
board of equalization. Yesterday, at 
the request of the board. Father Jessing, 
founder and director of the Catholic col- 
lego known as the Josephinum, uppeared 
to show cause why the college property, 
valued at about $50,000, should not be 
listed for taxation.
